Still lesa docs it realize 
their intportance 8 the only land 
stations in waters which cover more than 
a third of the world and wash the whole 
western shore of South Amoriea, of the 
United States, and of Canada, and the 
eastern shores of Japan and Chinn, 
Australin and New Zealand. Fow of us 
have patience to make a, survey of our 
possessions in the South Seas and to com- 
pare these with the possessions of: the 
other Powers, : s 
‘THE GEOGRAPHY OF THE PAGLFIC. 


This vast vcean is landlocked except 
that it is widely open towards the South 
Aretic Regions and has one narrow outlet 
by Behring ‘Strait; in the far north, and 
another by Torres Strait in. the west. Lt 
shows «xtraordinarily few land-masses 
except in the south t corner, where 
clustered xgainst the eastern shore of 
Australia and New Guinea and for some 
distance outward from these, is a huge 
number of islands, mostly. small, 
ayranged_in_groups..and ..chaing— and. 
singly. The, Torres Strait seems like a 
river which has poured: out from its 
mouth 4 great mass ‘of débris, ag aon 
actual river often does, which déhris, 
often with a curious appearance of arti- 
ficial arrangement, lingers most abund- 

{antiy near the mouth and is more widely 
dispersed further and further out from 
the mouth. The aggregation of the 
islands ‘round about the Australasiat 
coasts, in groups and singly 
in very definite Lines, is av marked 
ifeature. Nearest to the Australian shore 
is the long and well-defined chain whieh 
extends from the north-east uf New 
Guinea through the groups long known 
as New Britain’ and New: Ireland, 
{through the Solomon Islands and the 
New Hebrides to New Caledonia. Out- 
side this nu second chain is formed by the 
Marshall, Gilbert, Ellice, «and. Fiji 
Islands, perhaps also by the groyp which 
‘apt. Cook called ‘the Friendly Isles,’’ 
but -are now ‘loosely called the Tongan 
lIslands, Yet. further’ from Australia a 
third, chain, less’ defmed, is formed by 
the Phenix, Union, and Samoan Islands
